BiG BILLS 


PARIS, Friday, March 21.—[By the 


Associated Press.]—A special session | 


of both houses of the American con- 
gress probably will be called to as- 
semble about the middle of May, the 
date when President Wilson hopes to 
return to the United States. 


May Call Senate First. 

It is possible that if the treaty of 
peace is sufficiently advanced to war- 
rant such a course, a special session 
of the senate may be called even earlier 
to afford it opportunity to deal with 
this subject before being called upon 
to direct its attention to other impor- 
tant matters, chief of which will be 
financial affairs. 

It is held to be *unnecessary for 
President Wilson to be in Washing- 
ton when the call for such a special 


session is issued, for this may be! 


cabled from Paris in advance of his 
departure from France. Mr. Wilson, 
however, has reached no decision re- 
garding the question and is reserving 
the shaping of his course of action 
until he has a more definite idea of 
the date of his return to America. 


Wilson Considers Tour. 

The president is also keeping in 
touch with the development of senti- 
ment in the United States toward a 
league of nations. If the situation ap- 
pears to him to demand such action, 
it is not unlikely that shortly after 
his return from Europe he will make 
an extended speaking tour presenting 


his view of the issue directly to the 


voters in the states whose senators are 
opposed to the ratification of the 
league plan.

WASHINGTON, D. C., March 21. 

JAPANESE Officials are wrought up 
by remarks of Representative Fuller 
of Massachusetts, quoting ‘former 
French ambassador to Japan as say- 
ing Japan planned to desert allies and 
join central powers. May demand a 
denial by French government. 

State department wires California- 
Mexico Land company, warning it that 
sale of 800,900 acres of land in Mexico 
adjoining the United States will not 
be tolerated. 

Ambassador Ishii disclaimed inten- 
tion of serving notice that Japan 
would demand clause in league treaty 
forbidding racial discrimination. He 
also denied seriousness of clash of Jap 
anese and Americans at Tien Tsin.

DEMOCRATIC members of the senate 
have written amendments to. the 
league of nations treaty which they 
will forward to President Wilson, in 
the hope that they will be accepted and 
make ratification by the senate pos- 


sible.

108th Trench Mor- 
tar Battery Beats 
Its Schedule. 


Back from service on three fighting 
fronts, and with the official commenda- 
ion of Gen. John J. Pershing ringing 
in their ears, gunners of the One Hun- 
dred and Eighth Trench Mortar bat- 
tery came home last night to bring 
Chicago its first greeting from Prairie 
division heroes. 

Marching in column of squads be- 
hind Capt. C. J. Kraft, the Chicago 
leader who has brought his battery 
througl? some of the hardest drives of 
the world war, the 134 husky “hole 
makers” of the old national guard 
unit, stormed through the Illinois Cen- 
tral station and down Michigan avenue 
at 7:30 p. m. to annihilate a hot sup- 
per prepared for them in the Red Cross 
canteen. 

They greeted every building along 
the way with roars of homecoming ap- 
proval and took possession of all Red 
Cross telephone lines, forgetting the 
waiting food in thelr delight in sur- 
prising folks at home. They were not 
expected to arrive until this morning. 


Line Waits at Telephone.

Riotous Mobs 
Rule in Egypt; 
Sack Towns 


LONDON, March 21.—Unofficial ad- 
vices from Egypt show that the dis- 
orders in that country have spread 
through the whole valley of the Nile 
from Cairo to Assouan and are being 
jargely directed toward the destruc- 
tion of railway and telegraph lines. 

The latest Reuter’s telegram from 
Cairo, under date of March 15, states 
that Cairo had been quiet for two days 
with the exception of an incident in 
the Seydeih Zenab quarter, where an 
armored car fired upon rioters, killing 
thirteen and wounding thirty-seven. 

The situation in the provinces, how- 
ever, Was reported to be worse. Riot- 
ers are reported to have removed the 
rails between El Wasta and Rekkah 
and to have sacked the station at Rek- 
Kah. 

At the Galioub an airplane dispersed 
a crowd of rioters, inflicting a number 
of casualties. 3 

Bedouins Rob Villages. 

A large number of armed Bedouins 
have entered Beheira province, Lower 
Egypt, from the west, and are robbing 
towns and villages. 

The Turkish flag is reported to be 
flying in some villages of Beheira prov- 
ince. There are no reports of casual- 
ties having been suffered by the mili- 
tary, but some prominent native offi- 
cials and several Egyptian police have 
been killed. 

The large forces of troops already 
in Egypt are being reinforced. 


Gen. Allenby on Way. 

Owing to the grave situation and 
the presence of Gen. Sir F. Reginald 
Wingate, high commissioner for Egypt, 
in London, Gen. Allenby, the comman- 
der of allied forces in Palestine, has 
been appointed special high commis- 
sioner for Egypt and the Soudan. 
He has been given supreme au- 
thority in all military and civil mat- 
ters and will take all expedient meas-

LONDON, March 21.—The British 
isles are face to face with a strike of 
such dimensions that it is referred to 
on all sides as “industrial warfare.” 
A respite has been gained, but it 
will not last beyond the middle of 
next week at the latest, and on the de- 
cision to be taken by the leaders of 
the triple alliance—the railroad, mine 
and transport workers—at that time 
will depend the question of the total 
paralysis of industry in England, Scot- 
land, Ireland, and Wales. 

It is admitted that the proposals 
which were put forward by the govern: 


mands of the workers have not gone 
far enough to wipe out the unrest. 


Railway Men Reject Offer. 

Thus far, however, only one union 
has decided to refuse the offers. This 
was the railway men’s union, which, 
according to its leader, James H. 
Thomas, has decided to reject all of 
the wage offers. 

The miners’ delegates at a meeting 
today decided to postpone considera- 
tion of the coal commission's report 
till next Wednesday and meanwhile 
call upon the miners to continue work 
until then.

Less important in the crisis are the 
transport workers, the third~ partner 
in the triple alliance.

Thus even if railway men and trans- 
port workers get all they ask for they 
will still strike unless the coal miners 
also get satisfaction.’ 

May Involve All Labor. 

Another disquieting feature of the 
crisis is its background. The stage 
for the moment is set for the “triple 
alliance,” but back of the stage and 
in the wings discontent among many 
other sections is seething. 

In addition to the big unions threat- 
ening strikes today, there is a multi. 
tude of others awaiting their turn to- 
morrow. The rising of the curtain to- 
day, whether it be on open strife or 
on peace, so far as the big unions are 
concerned, will mark the beginning 
of developments in other classes of 
labor. 

The agricultural] laborers’ ‘union is 
agitating; there is trouble in the cotton 
industry; the whole industrial world 
is in a ferment.

CEMENT ‘TRUST’ 


Legislative Inquiry Into

Six hundred and seventy retail deal- 
ers in lumber and cement in Illinois | 
have protested, through their associa- | 
tion, to A. Mitchejl Palmer as United 


States attorney general against confir- | 
mation of the sale of the La Saile Port- | 
land Cement company. This was seized 
by Mr. Mitchell as alien property cus- 
todian last August and sold March 11 
for $1,287,000. Its book value on Jan.

Sweitzer Refers to “ Wake.” 

Up on the third floor Mr. Sweitzer, 
genial, amiable, rotund, and a bit of: 
a wit, smilingly referred to the “ wake 
on the second floor.” 

On the second floor Mayor Thomp- 
son was performing pretty lively for 
a corpse. He was pounding that big 
left fist into the palm of the right 
hand quite frequently—as often as he 
thought of the newspapers. 

Out of the third floor windows—they 
had to open the windows to let out 
the smoke—fioated Mr. Sweitzer’s 
voice, something about electing a 
mayor who had the comrnon sense 
and the honesty to stop the carnival 
of crime, and about an administra- 
tion afflicted with “sleeping sickness.” 

Out of the second gtory windows 
floated the husky voice of “your 
mayor” walloping the Democratic na- 
tional administration for the high cost 
of living and the price of lump sugar. 

Mayor Has Best of It. 

The truth is, Mayor Thompson had 
the best of the crowds and the en- 
thusiasm. While he got the smaller 
of the two halls on the second floor 
in the mixup of speaking dates, his 
crowd also’got the big gymnasium on 
the ground floor and they packed it 
to suffocation. While Thompson was 
pounding away on the second floor ex- 
temporaneous speakers’ were holding 
the crowd in the gymnasium until he 
could be let down from the second to 
the first floor.

In the right d corner was an 
article absolutelY disproved by the 
records, headed “Several Regiments 
Completely Wiped Out.” The total 
American losses were set ab “many 
tens of thousands.” 

As if to balance this there 
in the left hand column quotations al- 
leged to be part of a speech of Mayor 
Thompson at the Coliseum in Chicago 
with which he opened his senatorial 
campaign. This wound up as follows: 

“I think it unwise to mix ts up 
through artificial bonds in Buropean 
politics or in European friendships 
and enmities.

Chicagoan on Stand.

Things have been done differently in this 
war and we do not have to be afraid 
to walk on the same side of the street 
with a soldier lest we catch something. 

At the embarkation hospital at New- 
port News the authorities established a 
scabies ward for the treatment of seven 
year itch. They had to care for only 
102 men. How different the experience 
of 1861-'65 ! 

Seven year itch is so named because it 
is popularly supposed to last seven 
years. In the army hospital they cured 
it in less than seven days. This is their 
method: The subject stripped off his 
clothing and scrubbed his skin with soap, 
using a bruah for the p He was 
told to scrub all the tops from the sore 
places. The scrubbing and subsequent 
washing took about half an hour. After 
drying he rubbed his body thoroughly, 
covering every square inch of skin with 
the following ointment : 


Sulphur ointment ................30 parts 
Balsam Peru .......... -seeeee-4 to 8 parts 

The spaces between the fingers were 
especially well rubbed. This was left on 
night. The next morning it was 
washed off and a lighter application of 
ointment was made. The washing and 
anointing of the entire body was kept 
up for six days. Every stitch of clothing 
and al) sheets, blankets, and bedding 
which had touched the patient were 
sterilized by heat (180 degrees or over). 
Every case was cured. 

Cranston goes the army method sev- 
eral better. His method is called the 
one day method. At night he scrubs the 
skin from the neck down with green 
soap, using a brush. This takes fifteen 
minutes. This is washed off with hot 
water, using a brush. This washing and 
rubbing should occupy thirty minutes. 
He then rubs in the following: 


Carbonate of potash .............. 
Triturated 2 


The next morning he washes this off 
with hot sulphur water. This takes 
fifteen minutes. 

Sulphur water is made by putting three 
ounces of hepar sulphur in a pint of 
water and letting it stand al! night. The 
next morning this is povred into the 
bath water. After taking the bath in 
sulphur water the man dresses in cloth- 


ing that has been sterilized by heat. 


All clothing and bed clothes which have 
been in contact with the patient are 


Stop cocoa and y will have no more 
boils,’ which came pass. A year later 
a friend told me about canker sores in 
her mouth which had persisted all winter 
and would not heal. When I learned that 
she drank cocoa three times daily, some- 
times two cups at a meal, I related my 
experience. She stopped drinking cocoa 
and in ten days her mouth was well. A 
few months ago I. saw a girl cover her 
mouth and cringe while eating, and think- 
ing she had a toothache, suggested a rem- 
edy, but found that her mouth and 
tongue had been sore for weeks. When 
she gaid she drank cocoa I told her my 
story. In a few weeks she told me her 
mouth healed soon after she substituted 
milk for cocoa. Cocoa is either too rich 
or contains a poison for which some de- 
velop an idiosyncrasy. I am 62 years 
old.’

T am inclined to think that in your case 
the disappearance of the boils was coinci- 
dence: in the case of your two patients, it 
was possibly “cause and effect.” Canker 
generally resuite from eating an illy bal- 
anced diet, though the ingredients taken 
separately may be wholesome enough.
